: “YY” Conference 
David Starr Jordan, president 
emeritus of Stanford University; 


“Rusty” Callo, who coached the 
rowing crew from the University of 
Washington which won the national 
championship last year; J. Stitt Wil- 
son, lecturer and former mayor of 
Berkeley; Dr. Coleman, president of 
Reed College, Oregon; and Dean Gra- 
ham of Oberlin were some of the 
prominent men who counseled with 
225 men representing thirty-three col-

at the Asilomar Y. M. C. A. confer- 
ence last week. 

That remarkable old man, David 
Starr Jordan, did not appear on the 
program, but he sat in front of the 
fire place and discussed any questions 
which the boys might ask him. 

Rusty Callo, co-chairman of the 
Field Council, believed that every 
young man; 1- should go out for ath- 
lectics; 2. should be honest; 3. should 
stand up for God and his country; 
and should keep good company. He 
made two important statements. 

“The rule breakers yellow,” a man 
who is skeptical about religion is apt 
to be lax in his morals. 

“The greatest thing that a man can 
get out of college is the feeling that 
he has developed a character.” 

Stitt Wilson, a very clever speaker, 
pointed out that the center ‘of gravity 
had passed from the church to the 
school; therefore he emphasized that 
need and importance of original cre- 
ative thinking and the illumination 
of the soul for helping to wrestle 
with campus and world problems. 

Dr. Coleman, one of the most pop- 
ular speakers, in discussing the old 
problem of the employer and em- 
ployed showed that:

N ENGLISH WRITER in Harper’s Magazine attempts to 
prove, in “Gentlemen Prefer Wars’, that war is a result of 


fundamental desire on the part of human beings to alleviate 


the deadening complacency of life. 

Not the intrigue of alleged diplomats, not the bally-hoo of 
radicals, not the propaganda of selfish militarists, but a general 
desire for freedom of action, even at the cost of human life, on 
the part of even the thinking men. 

This writer even goes as far as to believe that war is al- 


most essential, as a cure-all for the evils of society. Nor does 


he confine his thoughts to generalities, but he prophesies that 
America will develop a complex, as a result of her wealth and 


newly gained position in world affairs, such as characterized 


the imperialistic countries of Europe before the war. 
If only ten per cent of the men who go into war know why 


they do it and this ten per cent is wrong, as this man alleges, 


then he is probably right in his contentions. 


Whatever the cause and whatever the remedy, it is a 


problem which deserves some degree of attention. 


HAT ARE YOU aiming at as your life work? Question- 
aires in college show that very few have decided de- 
finitely or even have any ideas concérning an occupation. 

At present a petition is being circulated for the placement 
of a vocational guidance course in the college curriculum. With 
such a course it would be possible to have specialists from dif- 
ferent vocations present the decisive characteristics in their 
fields. Physchology tests might prove helpful. With supervised 
study and investigation, a student might receive very definite

Old Chinese Porcelain 


Porcelain was first made in the 
year 206 B. C., during the period of 
the Han dynasty. For many centuries 
the formulae were kept jealously de- 
spite the efforts to discover the se- 
cret. 

It was not until 1710 that the 
secret reached Europe when Pere 
D’ Entrecalles, a missionary to China- 
obtained the formula thru some of 
his converts and forwarded the par- 
ticulars to Paris. 

To the Chinese, the city of Ching- 
tek-chen and porcelain are synony- 
mous terms. Longfellow described 


the city in Keromos as 

“A burning town, or seeming so,— 
Three thousand furnaces that glow 
Incessantly, and fill the air 

With smooke uprising, gyre on gyre, 
And pointed by the lured glare 

Of jets and flashes of red fire.” 


Chin-teh-chen has been the center 


of the porcelain industry since 220 
B. C., and is yet an important one, 
because the many clays needed in the 
manufacture are found in the dis- 
trict. 

Pauline Thompson’s essay goes 
into more detail about the manu- 


facturing process than is expedient 

to review here, but whether or not 

one knows the process of production, 

he can always appreciate, as does 

Omar Khayyam—

Religion/of the most personal type 
was the subject of a, questionaire sub- 
mitted by Mr. E. M. Nealley to his 
psychology and _ philosophy classes. 
The questions are being published in 
magazines all over the United States 
and are being answered by all classes 
oj people.
